can be disseminated for the use of law enforcement, criminal justice, 
and "other lawful purposes" and does not stipulate, that dissemination 
must be restricted to only those arrests for which a final disposition 
is shown. 
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As a matter of interest, one staff member who has 
attended the conference meetingsadvised me this afternoon that 
McClory'-has been quoting Quiqj*ftf£mm, former Assistant D irect or and 
Executive Director of the IACP at great length in his discussions

his desire to authorize the National Institute to become operational 
in the training field. This indicates that Tamm may be the primary 
motivation behind McClory's continuing efforts to rescind the 
FBI's authorization to assist in local and state police training 
programs and transfer that authority to the National Institute.
